P r e sid e n t Coolidge lias received M innesota’s “ Mile of Sig­ 
n a tu re -.” 
He has examined carefully and w ith a great deal of 
interest the petition in favor of this governm ent en tering the 
W orld court, as presented by a delegation of distinguished women 
of the M innesota State League of W omen Voters, 
The president was impressed by the showing made, but not 
so our two senators, M agnus Johnson and H enrik Shipstead. 
President Coolidge told the visiting delegation of ladies th at it 
was more im p o rtan t th a t they presen t the m atter to these two Min­ 
nesota senators who will have m uch m ore th an the president to 
say w hether this country shall participate in the international 
court. 
As reported to the president by Mrs. S um ner T.^M cKnight, 
M in n e a p o lis, president of the Minnesota League of WAmen \ tit­ 
ers and head of the delegation, the names were secured by the 
use of w orkers circulating in automobiles in 85 of 87 M innesota 
count ies. 
Inquiry also was m ade by the president as to the class of 
sons signing the petition, and wa- told th at it included indi­ 
vidual- in all walks of life, business and professional men and 
women, small town business men, working men and women and 
a very large num ber of farm ers and farmers* wives. 
B rain erd women voters added m any signatures when the 
cam paign was carried on here. 
Mrs. K. O. Webb, chairm an ot the 
sixth district of M innesota, represented her district in the peti­ 
tion parade that escorted the W ashington delegation leaving 
Minneapolis to the train, a fte r a luncheon at the C urtis hotel on 
December 12, at which Byron Jones spoke on the World court. 
Now the latest development is the avowed antagonistic sen­ 
tim ent expressed by Senator Shipstead and his alleged statem ent 
that the signatures w ere obtained in soiyie cases by representing 
t Ilat the petition was in the interest of world peace. 
The women have entered a vigorous denial that any one was 
asked to sign the petition blindly. 
Miss M arguerite Wells asserted 
that every signature represented a serious and informed convic­ 
tion in favor of the court as proposed by President H arding and 
Secretary of S tate Charles E. Hughes. 
Mrs. Boyd Nixon, chairm an of the comm ittee on in tern a­ 
tional cooperation to prevent war, said that she personally circu­ 
lated the [let it ion in Rice county and that “ no one signed it who 
did not understand that it was for the en trance of the U nited 
S tates into the W orld court.” 
Mrs. All.< rt (Juliette, iii charge of 20 women who circulated 
the petition said that each signer was fully inform ed of its pui- 
pose in advance. 
“ W’e knew the pet it ion was for a definite World court, not j 
for peace in some vague form ,” said Mrs. Elizabeth Slye, presi­ 
dent of the Housewives league. 
A new development in the W orld court cam paign has now 
occurred by the injection of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge s state 
ment. 
He has declared against Am erican en try into the W orld 
court, unless that tribunal be absolutely divorced from the L e a g u e 1 
of Nations.

Fishes possess a keen faculty of 
J intoning. 
Examination of the nostrils 
of a fish reveals the filet that they are 
not. connected with the air tube sys­ 
tem, as in most animals, but lead into 
blind puckers lined with delicate mem­ 
branes well supplied with nerves. 
In 
fishes, water is not drawn through the 
nostrils but merely 
into the small 
pockets, and these may he emptied 
ami refilled. 
The quantity of water 
brought into contact with the nerves 
af smell must be comparatively small. 
In some few fishes, as in the globe 
fishes an i putters, for example, there 
is no nasal pocket, the nerves being 
] directed into external projections.
